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The file you are sending can be read 
by anyone who may receive it 

Encryption will establish a secure 
connection with the intended recipient.

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Encryption generates a public and 
private key. The key is the 'secret 

language' you shall use to 
communicate with the recipient of 
your message. Only you and the 
recipient of the public key can 
understand your secret language. 
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You retain the public key, which shall 
be used to encrypt the message (the 

file) before it is sent from your 
computer. The private key is known 
only by you and is kept safe within 
your computer in a location defined by 
you. 
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The public key is given to the 
recipient separately from the 
message. The recipient of the 
public key will use the key to 
decrypt messages encrypted 
by you. The recipient can also 
encrypt messages sent to you 

using the public key, which only 
you may decipher. This will 

establish a secure communication. 
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The private key changes the structure 
of the file according to a random 
formula, which renders the file 
unreadable by anyone except the 
person with either a public or private 
key (the recipient or you). 
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The recipient can use the public key 
to decrypt the encrypted file.

The 3.5" Disk Drive is both an input and an output 
device.lt can take 1.44mb disks. The files stored on 
these disks can be opened by an appropriate program 
such as WORD or EXCEL, and then saved to your Hard 
Drive, or sent to an output device. 

The modem is the device which connects your 
computer to other computers in Cyberspace through a 
service provider such as Freeserve, or individual 
computers which you dial-up to (such as a server at your 
place of work). Modems can be internal or external to 
your computer. 

The CD ROM drive is also an input and an output 
device. The CD ROM takes CD disks which store more 
information than regular 3.5" floppy disks, and the files 
written on them can be opened, saved and sent in the 
same way as the 3.5" disks. 
The DVD ROM is very similar to the CD ROM, and 
works in the same way. DVD disks store even more 
information than CD's. 

A Network Connection is usually a LAN (Local area 
Network) which you connect to at work or college. 
Often the PC is connected even without you knowing. 
This type of connection often allows you to use external 
e-mail and internet access without dialing-up through a 
modem. 
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
